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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of claims 1-28 in the reply filed on 1 1-17-05is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the examiner failed to show 
separate classification, separate status in the art or that a different field of search is 
required. This is not found persuasive because examiner explained that the two 
inventions did have the same technical feature and furthermore, the search is different 
in that the saw itself is classified in 125/15, the method of making the saw is classified in 
metal working in class 29. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1, where are the gullets formed? What are the 'saw tips 'adjacent 1 to? 
Does the 'minimized minimize both 'kerf chip' and 'dust' or is the 'kerf chip' and 'dust 
minimizer' two separate elements? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1, as best understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Baron et al.-4,462,382 or Gakhar et al.-5,555,788. 

Baron discloses a saw blade having a rim with gullets (15) and saw tips (10) 
mounted on shoulders and a kerf chip/dust minimizer (16) (col. 2, last paragraph). 

Gakhar discloses a saw blade having a rim with gullets (16) and shoulders with 
tips (12) and a kerf/dust minimizer (valley/hill) along rim located after tip and before 
gullet. ;
